Yefterday, about 20 minutes pad i i , 1 
Ire broke out, in the yard of the houle oc­ 
cupied by Mr. Weft, Builder, on the W eft 
fide of Walhington-ftreet, between Cort­ 
landt and Dey Slips, which foon confumed 
the whole block, except two houfes belong­ 
ing to Michael Price, occupied by himfelf 
and M r. Clarke— and one other, the corner 
e J Cortlandt and Greenwich-ftreets, owned 
by Anthony Trepan, fruiterer, at the Fly- 
market. 
W e are informed by M r. Weft, that 
one of his Boys imprudently placed a pot, 
juft taken from the fire, among Tome Ihav- 
ilg s in the yard, by which a flame was foon 
kindled ; and, owing to the ftrong wind, it 
communicated to a quantity of combufti- 
blef, and became inftantly irrefiftable% 
In 
the courfe of 15 minutes, half the block 
(the rear of which confided moftly of wood­ 
en buildings) was in a blaze, and by half 
74ft on*, the whole fquare, except the three 
brules, was levelled to the ground. 
Great alacrity was (hewn by the citizens, 
repairing to the terrible fcene ; but mod 
unfortunately, the greater part were with­ 
out buckets, which rendered it im politic 
to act with the defired effect. 
The houle* oppofite, in Greenwich-ftreet, 
from Cortland to Dey-ftreet, fmaH, and prin­ 
c e l y compo fed of wood, were long in im., 
mediatc-dunger. 
Several were repeatedly 
on firc, but the unremitted exertions made 
to keep them wet, rendered the laft extre­ 
mity of pulling them down, unneccffary— 
Had they taken, the whole block to Broad­ 
way, mud have gone-— probably more. 
* The roofs of leveral buildings confider*- 
M r remote from the conflagration were fre­ 
quently let on fire, from the flakes carried 
V t the ftrong wefterly wind— one of them 
reached even to the lleeple of St. Paul's— 
and in a few moments, the bafe of the 
Northweft Urn w: s in a blaze— one of the 
workmen employed about the Church was 
immediately let down by a rope from one 
cl the upper apertures and cut it away, 
when the fire was foon extinguised.
